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Washington, March 3.—The first Sun- 
day session of the fifty-sixth congress 
was held by the senate today. It will not 
appear in The Congressional Record as a 
session of Sunday. as the senate is work 
ing under the legislative day of Saturday 
and will continue so to work until the 
session shall be declared adjourned finally 
at noon tomorrow. Today’s session began 
at 3 o’clock, the senate having been in 
recess since 10:30 last night. The galleries 
were packed with people here to’ attend 
the inauguration ceremonies. 

After a spirited fight, both in confer- 
ence and on the floor of the senate, the 
final conference report on the naval ap- 
propriation bill was agreed to, the senate 
receding from the one contested amend- 
ment authorizing the construction of 
three additional Holland submarine tor- 
pedo boats. 

A conference report on the general de- 
ficiency bill was agreed to. The senate 
passed a large number of bills, among 
them being that to promote the safety of 
railway employees. 

The senate convened at 83 p. m. today. 
A partial report on the sundry civil bill 
was. presented, and the bill sent back 
to conference. A final report on the gen- 
eral deficiency bill was agreed to. A con- 
ference on the river and harbor bill was 
agreed to.~ 

Hoar Wants Information. 

A resolution by Mr. Hoar was adopted, 
directing the secretary of war to send to 
the senate all information in his pos- 
session as to the authenticity of the al- 
leged order for the massacre of foreign-

RIVER AND HARBOR MEASURE 


Agreement Has Been Reactied. on 
‘300 Disputed Points. da 

Washington, March 3.—At 4 o’clock to- 
day the conferees of the senate and house 
reached an agreement upon all the items 
of the river’ and harbor bill, covering 300 
disputed points except the senate amend- 
ments providing for the construction of 
storage reservoirs in South Dakota and 
Wyoming, and authorizing the payment 
of $400,000 for work done upon the Brazos 
river, Texas. With those items elimi- 
rated, the bill carries an appropriation 
of $49,675,006. This is a reduction from 
the appropriations made by both the sen- 
ate and house, the senate figures being 
$50,854,526, and the house $59,935,415. In its 
work the conference committee used the 
senate bill as a basis. The changes in- 
clude: 

Biscayne bay, Florida, direct appropria- 
tion increased to $50,00, making a total 
of $200,000, continuing contract eleminated. 
Cape Fear river, North Carolina, reduced 
from $250,000 to $150,000.

SWARMS OF “SOLDIERS 
INVADE THE CAPITAL

And Thousands of Civilians Have 
Gathered To Witness the Cere- 
monies—Fait Weather Is 
Fromised+Georgians 
Partitipate. 
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Washington, Mareh 3.—When the sun 
set on the national capital today everv- 
thing that human ‘effort could do to make 
the second McKinley inauguration a suc- 
cess had been doné. A majority of the 
troops and civic ofganizations were al- 
ready in the city 4nd safely quartered. 
There were many om the railroads hurry- 
ing to Washington. ‘The weather bureau 
predicted fair weather for March 4th in 
a special bulletin, { 

It was a crowd but quiet Sunday. 
From early morning till toward midnight 
every street in the downtown section was 
crowded. The loeal churches. kept open 
doors, both day and evening, and were 
filled with worshippérs at every service, 
many of the visitors being in uniform and 
reminding old residents of war time Sab- 
baths. In the evening the theaters vied 
with the churches in keeping open house 
and they were equally well patronized. 

For such as sought spirituous rather 
than spiritual consolation there was a 
rather dry and unprofitable time. The 
local anti-saloon league had appointed a 
large vigilance committee to see that the 
Sunday closing law was enforced and 
their efforts met with considerable suc- 
cess. There was but little sign of drunk- 
enness on the streets. The militiamen who 
usually furnish a good natured but rather 
turbulent element at inauguration time 
were generally quiet and up to a late hour 
there had not been the name of a single 
regular entered on the blotter at any sta- 
tion house. : 

Soldiers Swarm About Capifol. 

The soldiers and visitors swarmed 
about the capitol building, Where the les- 
islators’ were struggieg with ‘the rem- 
nants. of congression&#l work: Throuch- 
out the day and well into the night the~ 
paced the capitol corridors. Tomorrow 
all the doors will be closed except to 
those holding tickets of admission. But 
today everything was oren to the public. 
It is not often that the Sabbath calm of 
the building is disturbed by such a popu- 
lar invasion. Earl~ in the day several 
hundred blue coated soldiers from one of 
the nearby states took possession of the 
house end of the capitol. The house was 
in recess until 2 p. m., but the emblem of 
legislative authority, the mace, stood in 
position as a warning that the dignitv of 
the house must not be invaded. But the 
soldiers wefe oblivious to such congres- 
sional fictions. Before the weary door- 
keepers were aware of it the chamber 
was in possession of several hundred 
blue coats. Some of them ascended to the 
speaker’s restrum and hammered for or- 
der. Others occupied the seats of mem- 
bers and for the time the floor of the 
house of representatives for the first time 
in its history presented a completely 
courtmartial aspect. The officers of the 
house finally came on the scene and ex- 
pelled the intruders. 

When the two houses met during the 
afternoon there was an added attraction 
to the throng. Many of the visitors were 
ladies, the bright spring day bringine 
them out fin all thelr radiance of color 
and costume. With them mingled Jack 
Tam from the big monitor Puritan and 
the other warships anchored itn the Poto- 
mac, and troops of soldiers representing 
the state organizations of all parts of the 
country. Seldom since the civil war have 
so many uniforms been seen at the canil- 
tal. The capitol police were instructed to 
exercise every consideration for the visit- 
ing throngs and there was no disorder 
among the crowds. 

Day at White House. 

The day at the white house was un- 
eventful. The building was closed to the 
public and but for the visit of Vice Prest- 
dent-elect Roosevelt, the day tndoors 
was not noticeably different from many 
others. The president. accompanied by his 
brother, Abner McKinley, and Mr. 
Hawks, a visitor, attended church fn the 
morning and on his return found that 
Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt, their children 
and Mra. Cowles had arrived and were 
with Mrs. McKinley in the blue parlor. 
Their greetings were very cordial and 
after an hour’s conversation they with- 
drew. Mr. Roosevelt making a call on the 
secretary of the navy. Later on General 
Joseph Wheeler and John Jacob Astor 
called te pay their respects. | 

The grounds on the front of the white 
heuse were’. constantly thronged with 
strangers who came for a look at the his- 
toric mansion. Many of them were mill- 
tlamen from Pennsylvania, Masachu- 
setts and other. enstern states. The only 
show of excitement during the day oc- 
curred when the West Point cadets, head- 
ed by their fine band, swung out of Fif- 
teenth street and marched in superb 
style up the avenue ifn front of the execu- 
tive mansion, then the crowd broke for 
the street, and with cheers and hand clap- 
ping showed its appreciation of the fault- 
less alignment and military bearing of the 
young soldiers.

The Oklahoma Rough Rider band, of 
Mulhall, which is to nave a conspicuo..s 
place of honor in the parade, got here 
tcday.

Cannon, Hepburn and  Othey 
Republicans Get Into a 
Very Miserly Mood, 


MADDOX HAS A/SHARP 
CLASH WITH WILLIAMS 


Over Proposition To Send Commit. 
tee to Islands—Cannon and 
Hepburn Fight Exposition 
and ‘River and Har- 
bor Measure. 


Washington, March 3.—The house, 
which is still in the legislative day of 
Friday, was in session from 2 to 6 o'clock 
this afternoon, and this evening from 8 
o’clock it worked on into the night to 
dispose of the conference reports which 
crowded in upon it. Everybody was at 
high tension and it only required a spark 
to create a scene. No sensational inci- 
dents such as usually occur during the 
closing hours, however, had occurred up 
to midnight. The galleries were packed 
all day and evening with inauguration 
visitors. The confusion on the floor, 
with the speaker’s gavel going incessant- 
ly to preserve a semblance of order, must 
have made the proceedings unintelligible 
to them. There was a big fight during 
the afternoon over the senate amendment 
to the sundry civil bill, which linked 
together the fate of the St. Louis, Buf- 
falo and Charleston exposition appropriae 
tions. Mr. Cannon, chairman of the ap- 
propriations committee, led the fight 
against them and defeated a motion to 
concur. 

A resolution to appoint a special com- 
mittee of seven members to visit Porto 
Rico, Cuba and the Philippines and re- 
port upon conditions raised the cry of 
‘junketinge trip,” and was discussed at 
intervals while conference reports were 
not before the house. 

Soldiers View Proctdings. 

The house resumed its session at 2 
o’clock this afternoon, with the galleries 
packed to the doors with inauguration 
visitors. A majority of them were sol- 
diers in uniform. 

The house was still in the legislative 
day of Friday and the members came 
prepared for a siege through the night, 
if the complications made a night ses- 
sion necessary. 

Mr. Grosvenor presented a sjwclal order 
providing that after ten minutes’ de- 
bate it should be in order to move con- 
currence in the senate amendments to 
the river and harbor bill: and to agree to 
the conference asked: for by the senate. 

Twenty minutes on a side were allow- 
ed on the rule. No democrat desired to 
speak and Mr. Richardson yielded his 
time to Mr. Hepburn, who aroused the 
house with a passionate speech denounc- 
ing the measure. He taunted the demo- 
crats for not opposing, saying that the 
$60,000,000 carried by the bill accounted 
for the lack of opposition. If the demo- 
crat had stood against this bill, he said, 
enough members on his side of the house 
would have joined with them to defeat it. 

“Does the gentleman think this legisla- 
tion is vicious?’’ asked Mr. Wheeler, of 
Kentucky. 

“I have no word tq properly character- 
ize it,”” answered Mr. Hepburn. “When 
there is pork in the barrel the voice of 
the opposition is stifled. It is always 
prating about virtue. I now appeal to it.” 

“Then, does the gentiaman think there 
is a nigger in the wood pile?” asked Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, of Kentucky. 

“I don’t Know,” replied Mr. Hepburn, 
waving him aside. “The gentleman 
knows more about ‘niggers’ and ‘wood 
piles’ than I do.”’ 

Hepburn Is Wroth. 

Mr. Hepburn continued his excoriation 
Saying he hoped he would be able to 
attract the attention of the country to the 
measure. While a few of the appropria- 
tions in the bill might be meritorious, he 
said, millions were frittered away. 

Mr. Hepburn recounted several in- 
stances, notably in the case of the “force 
bill,” where important legislation had 
been abandoned in order that congress 
m:ght be able to get at the river and har- 
bor bill. When a bill was such a factor 
it became areal danger and menace to 
the country. He declared that not over 
twenty of the four hundred items in the 
bill could pass if they stood alone and said 
he hoped the constituents of members 
would notice that for the $50,000 or $60,900 
they secured millions of the people’s 
money was sacrificed. Mr. Hepburn raised 
a laugh at his own expense by stating 
that perhaps his own virtue in regard 
to this bill was protected by the meteor- 
ological conditions in his district. 

Mr. Carmack, of Tennessee, called at- 
tention to the fact that Mr. Hepburn had 
been forced to appeal to the democratic 


he said he thought the government could 
expend money on the rivers and harbors 
of the country with more profit to the 
people than in spending it seven thousand 
miles beyond the sea in subjecting pecple 
who wanted tphe free.

Mr. Reeves, of Illinois, a inember of 
the river and harbor committee, resented 
Mr. Hepburn’s charge that the individual 
items in the bill could not stand alone 
upon their own merits. He said the bill, 
as it passed the house, contained 369 
items. The senate, after investigation, 
had rejected but four of them. 

The special order was adopted. 

Mr. Burton, of Ohio, chairman cf the 
river and harbor committee, then entered 
a motion to non-concur in the senate 
amendments, and, after abrief statement, 
the motion was adopted and the bill was 
sent to conference. Messrs. Burton, of 
Ohio; Reeves, of Hlinois, and Catchings, 
of Mississippi, were appointed conferees. 

To Investigate Islands. 

Mr. Dalzell presented a resolution for

KILLED BY MAY HE HELPED 


Prosperous Farmer Stops at Home 
of One Whom He Had Aided 
and Is Given Wounds 
Which Proved 
Fatal. 


West Point, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)— 
Near Whitesvilie, in Harris county, Al- 
ford S. Whitten, a prominent citizen and 
@ well-to-do planter, was shot to death 
by Marshal Hargett last evening about 
dark, the shooting occurring at Har- 
gett’s home. 

Whitten, in company with J. C. Bilan- 
ton, was returning from Columbus in a 
buggy, and on reaching Hargett’s house, 
Whitten asked Blanton to wait a few 
minutes, as he had some business with 
Hargett. Blanton drove about twenty 
yards, ‘when he heard the report of a 
gun. Qn turning, he saw Whitten run- 
caHing out; 

“Don’t shoot me! Don’t shoot me!” 

Hargett was following and poured 
two loads of buckshot into Whitten, one 
in the breast and one in the shoulder. 
Whitten fell and tried to raise his head 
with his hand, when Hargett reloaded 
his gun and sent another load into his 
temple, making a hole two inches in di- 
ameter, the shot also tearing off one fin- 
ger. Hargett ran away, carrying with 
him his gun. Blanton rushed to the aid 
of the wounded man, but life was ex- 
tinct, 

The body was taken to the deceased's 
home and prepared for interment, which 
took place in the family burying grounds 
this afternoon. 

No one knows the cause of the tragedy. 
Whitten was one of the most respectea 
and prosperous farmers in Harris coun- 
ty and a man who had no enemies. Har- 
gett had been known as a dangerous 
man and an owner of an {Illicit distillery, 

The men had some business disagree- 
ments last fall, but the trouble was 
amicably settled, it was thought. 

Officers in Opelika, Columbus and other 
cities have been notified and every ef- 
fort will be made to catch Hargett. 

Whitten was about fifty-seven years of 
age and leaves a wife and five grown 
children. He owned considerable farm- 
ing property and was always consid- 
ered one of the most substantial farmers 
in that county.

The con- 
tracts could not have been held lawful, 
and the negroes, though never takén be- 
fore any magistrate, were, by physical 
force, kept in bondage and made to work 
as felons. This state of affairs obtains in 
no other county. , 

The contracts signed by these negroes 
were negotiable paper. A land owner 
having a negro bound to him for a year’s 
work could sell such contract to a third 
party. P 

Judge Benet, in calling the attention of 
the grand jury to its duty in the premises, 
sternly excoriated such a system of con- 
duct, The peopie of South Carolina were 
amazed when existing conditions were 
given publicity by Judge Benet's charge 
to the grand jury. The entire state sup- 
ports. him in his aggressive undertaking, 
and the people of Anderson county will 
no longer tolerate the farm labor con-

The Germans show ’ew signs of inten- 
tion to depart, but they are endeavoring 
to sell 5,000 American and Australian 
horses, as well as a quantity of camels. 

It is reported that the French intend to 
withdraw most of their forces, leaving 


* ene infantry brigade, a regiment of cav- 
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alry end some artillery to protect the 
French legation and to guard the lines of 
ccmmunication. A part of this, it is un- 
derstood, will be employed to guard the 
Franco-Belgian railroad from Pekin to 
Pao Ting Fu.

GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT. 


Negro Under Sentence of Death Will 
Not Be Hanged Tuesday. 
Norfolk, Va., March 3.—(Special.)—W. 
H. Jenkins, the colored murderer now 
awaiting execution in the county jail at 
Portsmouth, will not be hanged Tuesday, 
although Judge Portlock has’ denied the 
writ of error asked by the prisoner's 
counsel. A month’s stay of proceedings 
has been granted the condemned man, 
and his counsel has gone with it to 
Richmond, where he will ask the su- 
preme court to set a day for hearing a 
writ. Should this resort fail Jenkins will 

be resentenced and executed. 


POLICE DISPERSED STRIKERS. 


Dock Laborers at Marseilles Are in 
a Riotcus Humor. 

Marseilles, March 3.—A mob of seamen 
and stokers who joined the strike of dock 
laborers marched to the docks today and 
endeavored to induce the crews to quit 
the steamers. There was some disorder 
before the strikers were dispersed by the 
police. 

A number of ships’ which have arrived 
since the strike began have been compell- 
ed to proceed without discharging their 
corgoes. The Peninsula and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company’s Gollconda, 
| from London, proceeded for India without 
discharging 290 tons of cargo consigned to 
Marseilles, and the same.company’s Him- 
alaya, from Colombo, proceeded for Lon- 
don, unable to discharge 2,000 bales of silk. 

The government has ordered the Medi- 
terranean light division, consisting of six 
cruisers, to coal at Toulon, with a view 
to taking over the mail services for Al- 
geria and Corsica in the event of the 
strikers interfering with the mail. 

Two unescorted carts laden with fish 
were waylaid by strikers, who overturn- 
ed them and then mounted the boxes and 
sang the “Carmagnole.”’ Again the riot- 
ers were dispersed by the gendarmes. 

Several steamers are discharging at St. 
Louis, on fhe Rhone, where the dockers 
have refused to join the Marseilles 
strikers on the ground that the latter re- 
jected similar appeal from them on a 
former occasion. 


His Friends Say That He Wants to 
Meet DeRoulede. 

Brussels, March 3.—Mm., Galli and Du- 
monteil, who arrived here today to meet 
M. Andro Buffet, agent of the duke of 
Orleans, and present to him a challenge 
from M. Paul de Roulede to fight a duel, 
owing to M. Buffet’s denial of the recent 
assertion by M. de Roulede at San Se- 
bastian that the royalists betrayed his 
attempted coup on the occasion of the 
Faure funeral in 1899. were in conference 
with M. Buffet this afternoon. ; 

M. Buffet pointed out that the law of 
Belgium prohibited duels and arrange- 
ments for duels, and that he, while ac- 
cepting the hospitality of the country, felt 
bound to observe its laws. He said, how- 
ever, that he would appoint two seconds 
to discuss the matter on French soil. 

The four seconds will probably meet in 
Paris to decide whether there is ground 
for a duel. If their decision is in the 
affirmative, they will fix the place of 
meeting. M. Buffet’s friends are con- 
vinced that he is anxious to fight.

WILL BE OLD WHEN HE’S FREED 


Oakley Is Given Two Terms Agegre- 
gating Sixty-Five Years. 
Birmingham, Ala., March 3.—(Special.) 
Oscar Oakley, the young white man who 
was charged with criminally assaulting 
his two half sisters in Carbon Hill a few 
weeks ago, was given his second trial last 
week in Jasper, the county seat of 
Walker county. In the first trial he was 
convicted and sentenced to fifteen years 
in the penitentiary. This created consid- 
erable dissatisfaction among the people. 
When the second charge was called the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty and 
fixed the punishment at fifty years in the 
penitentiary, making sixty-five years in 
all. The attorneys will carry the cases to 
the supreme court. The defendant claims 
that he is innocent and that his sten- 
mother made out the charges. against 
him to get rid of him. Oakley’s father 
married and had two daughters, whom 
the son by his first wife is accused of 
having criminally assaulted. The father 
was killed by Dick Linnehen in Carbon 
Hill a couple of years since. The elder 
Oakley was marshal of the place at the 

time of his death. 


WERE LEGALLY APPOINTED 


Commissioners of Knox County Can 
Hold Office. 

Knoxville, March 3.—(Special.)—Chan- 
cellor J. W .Steed has sustained the 
contention of the newly appointed road 
commissioners of Knox county that they 
were legally appointed by the governor, 
and also that the legal method adopted 
by them to enforce County Judge Ma- 
loney to approve their bonds and trans- 
fer to them the road business of Knox 
county is correct. The commissioners af- 
ter being appointed filed their bonds with 
Judge Maloney. who refused to accept 
therm, claiming the law creating the board 
was unconstitutional. The commission- 
ers sought a mandatory injunction to 
compel Judge Maloney to recognize them 
and this injunction, issued today. Judge 
Maloney -ciaimed_ the commissioners 
should have secured q writ of mandamus, 
but Judge Sneed held this impracticable 
because the roads now demand attention, 
and a writ of mandamus could not be 
heard until May at the regular session of 
court. He held that a mandatory injunc- 
tion was illegal. Judge Sneed holds the 
road law constitutional, the governor be- 
ing legally entiled to appoint any county 
officer to serve out an unexpired term, 
and the fact that’ this commission has 
just been created, its successor to be 
elected in 1902 regular election, makes it 
analagous to serving out unexpired terms. 
This decision is of interest throughout 
the state, as it-establishes a precedent. 
Judge Maloney will not appeal, but sub- 
mitted, and the commissioners were 
sworn in this afternoon. It is intimated, 
however, that Judge Maloney may rec- 
ommend to the April county court that 
no road tax be levied, and thus handicap 
the road commission. The fight is po- 
litical between democratic road commis- 
sioners and republican county judge.

| THE PASSING THRONG | 


“There are two families in my city,” 
said a Jacksonville man at the Kimball 
yesterday, “which have been engaged in 
a sort of vendetta for years, all on ac- 
count of the disposal of a corpse. 

“The parties to this feud are very 
prominent in Florida, and while they do 
not use the winchester of the Kentucky 
mountaineers to settle their quarrel, they 
fight each other in business, in society, 
in politics and even in religion. A great 
deal of the bitterness, which is a feature 
of Florida politics, grows out of this 
trouble, which had its origin in the dis- 
posal of a corpse, though not many peo- 


plea know it. 

“Years ago these families were warm 
friends. They were connected with the 
same church and were engaged, as part- 
ners, in several business enterprises. It 
happened that a member of one of the 
families was a high 4ignitary in the 
church to which both belonged, and the 
corpse of this prelate was the cause of 


the enmity. 

“The church to which these families 
belonged is one of the most beautiful in 
Jacksonville. It is situated in the highest 
part of the city and attached to it are 
grounds of semi-tropical beauty. 

“Twenty years or more ago this digni- 
tary of the church died. He was a good 
man and his death caused great grief 
throughout Florida. Immediately after 
his death some one suggested that, in 
view of his services to the denomination 
to which he had belonged, it would be 
fitting to bury him in the churchyard of 
the Jacksonville church. Of course the 
family of the deceased were gratified 
by the suggestion, and preparations were 
made to inter the body in the beautiful 
lawn immediately in front of the church 


door. 

“About the time preparations for in- 
terment were accomplished the members 
of the other family, who were also prom- 
inent in the hcurch, entered an objection. 
They reverenécd the memory of the de- 
ceased and were willing to accord him 
heweerir reasonable honor in the matter of 
interment, but they protested against the 
churchyard being turned into a grave- 
yard. The objectors carried their point 
and the corpse of the dignitary was not 
interred in the churchyard. But the other 
family never forgave what was consid- 
ered an affront, and has never let slip 
an opportunity to manifest its anger. 

“One of the first results of the feud 
was a.split in the church. The relatives 
of the deceased dignitary withdrew and 
erected another house of worship. From 
religion, the split extended to business 
and to politics, and it is still raging. 
I suppose, first and last, the feud has 
cost those families more than $200,000, but 
they are still fighting. They oppose one 
another in every city and county election 
and spend money like water for their can 
didates. They fight one another in busi- 
ness, too, and some deals that promised 
great wealth to the promoters have been 
ruined by this feud. 

‘The dignitary whose corpse caused the 
trouble was a good man, and it must 
grieve him no little, if spirits be capable 
of grief, to think what strife has arisen 
over his remains,”’

“T have just returned from a trip to 
California,’’ said an Atlanta man yester- 
day, “and while there visited the Palo 
Alto farm, which was founded by Leland 
Stanford and is still maintained by his 
widow. The Palo Alto farm ts famous, 
not only for the speed of the horses bred 
there, but for its beauty. 

“In walking about the farm I noticed a 
lot of white objects in a magnificent 
grove of trees, and, on approaching, 
found that I was in the cemetery which 
Stanford had laid out for his horses. The 
white objects were monuments which had 
been erected over the bones of the de- 
parted equines. Some fifteen or twenty 
horses have been interred in that ceme- 
tery and a monument has been erected 
over every grave. On every monument 
is graved the record of the horse. The 
monument over the great Electioneer is 
the largest and is very handsome. 

“T was told that the monuments were 
erected by Mrs. Stanford after her hus- 
band’s death, and that she takes great 
interest in the care of the cemetery. Ev- 
ery spring, it is sdid, Mrs. Stanford has 
flowers planted on the graves and has 
them as carefully looked after as if hu- 
man, and not horse, bones were beneath.”

Editor Constitution: In a shert while the | 
people of Atlanta will have the privilege of 
voting on the most important question that 
can possibly involve the present and future 
interest of our city—the water bonds question. 
Shall Atlanta have plenty of good, pure water 
for all purposes, or shall our tity undertake to 
s° om and increase at the rate of five to ten 
thousand per year on the present supply? 
When our waterworks system, as it is now, 
was provided, it was about the best the city 
could then afford to do. But now Atlanta is 
entirely too large for the system as it is. 
Suppose that today we were dependent upon 
gas only*for lights and for horsecars only for 
transportation, as we were some few years 
@g0, what sort of a city would we have? 
we pretend to be anybody in particular we 


| must keep up with the times. But something 


more than appearances is involved—health and 
safety. <A plenty of water for cleaning the 
Streets and sewers for all sanitary purposes; 
& plenty of water to insure us against great 
osses from fire, not only these two great 
and important demands, but plenty of water 
for domestic use and manufacturing purposes. 
Let a fire come near one's house, and he will 
appreciate the need of a full supply of water. 
Let a community in our city be stricken with 
typhoid fever, or any other disease brought 
on by the lack of pure water or a perfect sys- 
tem of sanitation, which can only be had at 
the expense of plenty of water, then the im- 
portance of the present issue will be felt and 
seen. A man, when he first marries, may live 
on twenty-five dollars per month; but if he 
is much of a man and has a sweet, healthy 
wife, it will cost him a hundred dollars per 
month in a few years. Atlanta is filling in 
and expanding. She is like a planet in space, 
she cannot stand still. She will have to retro- 
grade or go forward. God forbid that she 
should ever be accused of doing the first of 
these two. 

Now, I am told that the present generation 
would never feel the tax which would be 
levied to pay the interest on the proposed 
$200,000 bonds and the setting aside of a re- 
demption bond. The increase in the income 
from the extenied water system meeting all 
these demands. I have figured on this idea, 
and I have no doubt but that this claim of 
those favoring the water bonds is true. 

But there is an argument coming from a 
large number of our people against the water 
bonds that must be met and answered. They 
have heretofore controlled the elections on 
bonds and defeated them. They live and own 
their little homes intermediately between the 
center and the circumference of the city where 
the proposed waterworks system is to be run 
out or extended. They have their good wells 
of water. They own large lots on which three 
or four room houses stand as their homes. 
the houses and lots, all told, averaging about 
six hundred dollars. These people constitute a 
considerable percentage of our voting popula- 
tion. They reason this way: If we vote for 
bonds the water system will be extended 
along our streets, which means that sewers 
are to follow immediately. A man has, out 
there, a lot on which his little three or four 
room home is, not worth more than five hun- 
dred dollars. His front is one hundred feet. 
The sewer will cost him $70. Then, all at 
once, he is ordered to make sewer and water 
connections, which will not cost him less 
than $60 more. Then he must pay $7.20 per 
year for the use of the water. 

These poor people, who only get from $i 
to $1.50 per day, want to know how they can 
meet this aditional expense at once and in the 
meantime support their wives and children. 
Can the mayor and council give these people 
any assurance that if they vote favorably on 
the bond question they will not be forced, 
right away, to make these connections, and 
that when made they can be paid for some- 
what on the installment plan? 

It is an easy matter for a man who owns 
property well up towards the center of the 
city, where his property is worth a thousand 
or two thousand dolars per front foot, to 
decide. The sewerage in front of a fifty foot 
lot worth a hundred thousand dollars would 
only cost him thirty-five dollars, whereas, a 
sewer in front of a hundred foot lot, away out, 
worth only five hundred ollars, would cost $70. 

Now, we have this sort of argument to over- 
come, and these people hold the key to the 


j situation. What can be said to them to bring

Washington, March 8.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel William Chapman, the well-known 
revenve officer, who rezgided for 
so iong a time in Atlanta, and 
whose son, Dr. Chapman, is, l 
believe, still a prominent celitizen of 
Cecartown, is one of the men of Mosby’s 
famous raiders-who is likely tn hear 
comething interesting and to his ad- 
vantage throvgh his wartime friendship 
with one of the highest generals in the 
German army. 

Some days ago a paragraph appeared in 
the newspapers to the effeet that Baron 
Massow, of Germany, had aske4 for a 
list of the survivors of Mosby’s famous 
command, and that it was his purpose to 
leave something like $2,000,000 for distri- 
bution amicng these men. It was ex- 
plained that Baron MVoesspow was one of 
Mosby’s men, and that his heart was as 
warm toward his fellows in these days of 
his great prosperity as their hearts had 
been toward the young German soldier 
who shared their trials and hardships in 
the days of civil strife. When this re- 
port reached the ears of Colonel Mosby, 
that gallant old warrior sententiously re- 
marked that if there was anything like 
$2,000,000 in sight, the number of survivors 
ef his command would be sure to grow to 
the proportions of an army. 


Not much attention. was paid to the re- 
port, as it was regeried one of those 
fairy stories which keep coming across 
the water—on a par with the stories of 
immense estates seeking American claim- 
ants. But there is something in tt. Colo- 
nel Mosby, who is here in Washington, 
remembers Baron Massow as one of the 
men with his command, but says he has 
heard nothing from him since the war, 
although he understands he is a rich man, 
ard was at one time court chamberiain 
to the king of Prussia. The story grows, 
however, out of a letter written by an 
American lady at the request of Baron 
Massow, to a gentleman in Washington 
who was himself a member of the Mosby 
ca mmand. This lady’s letter concluded 


with the statement that Baron Massow | 


is now one of the highest commanding 
-perais of the German army, and that

Health Board After Unsanitary Cellars 
aid Basements. 


TO BEGIN ACTIVE CRUSADE 


é 
Chief Hope Will Detail Inspector for 
the Investigation. 


FORCE IS 10 BE  RE-DISTRICTED 


Authority To Make the Necessary 
_, Changes Was Given Chief 
Under Resolution. 


As soon as Chief Hope, of the sanita- 
ry department, redistricts his inspectors, 
an active crusade will be waged against 
cll cellars and basements that are not 
up to the standard of sanitary condition. 

These changes in the department are 
to take place within the next few days, 
the chief having authority to make them 
under a resolution recently adopted by 
the board of health. 

Heretofore Chief Hope was compelled 
to submit contemplated changes to the 
board of health on account of the rules 
of the department, and it was considered 
that this worked a hardship on the chief. 
if an inspector was sick another man 
could not be changed without authority 
from the board, but under the Bizzell 
resolution all necessary changes can now 
be made without reference to the board. 

The crusade against unsanitary cellars 
has long been contemplated by the board 
and will be carried out, it is understood, 
upon active lines. A squad of inspectors 
will be detailed for this particular duty 
and will make a careful and searching 
investigation of all basements and cellars 
in the city. All found in bad condition 
will be condemned and must be cleaned 
at once by the owners. 

The business section of the city will 
be visited first and gradually the lines of 
investigation will be enlarged so as to 
take in the whole city. The chief cause 
of the fight to be waged by the health 
board is the fact that many basements 
and cellars are made to do duty as the 
dumping ground for decaying fruit and 
vegetables. 

This decayed vegetable matter ts the 
fountain head of disease of every charac- 
ter, and it is to protect the lives and 
health of the citizens of the city that 
this rigid examination is to be made. 


RAILROAD NOTES. 


What is known as “inaugural business,” 
that is, travel induced by the reduced 
rates given by the railroads on account 
of the inauguration of President McKin- 
ley in Washington today, has been un- 
usually heavy, Hardly a day has passed 
since the rates went into effect that the 


Washington trains have not carried two 
and three, or even more, extra slepers. 
Hundreds of merchants in this territory 
took advantage of the low fares to go to 
New York and other eastern points to 
buy their spring goods. The return tide 
will set in about Wednesday and for three 
or four days the rush will be southward. 
Atianta is the distributing point for prac- 
tically all of this travel. 

A circular from the office of Genera] 
Agent S. E. Magill, of the Georgia rail- 
road, announces the appointment of G. R, 
Pace to be contracting agent of that road 
with headquarters in Atlanta. 


It is understood that the Louisville and 
Nashville has decided to build a further 
extension of the division recently com- 
pleted between Andaiusia and Geneva, 
Ala. By constructing forty-five miles a 
junction is made with the Pensacola and 
Atlantte division of the Louisville and 
Nashville, which would form a new route 
between Montgomery and Pensacola. It 
is stated that arrangements will prob- 
ably be made in the near future to build 
this extension. . 


The Journal of Commerce printed this 
report Friday: 

“A report in explanation of a sudden 
strengthening of Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisville securities in yesterday's 
stock market referred the improvement to

HAS BEEN PROPOSED

A Resolution Will Be Presented to 
Counril Creating This Office

Jones expires today and he is a candidate 
for re-election. He is being opposed by 
John 8S.

For months past all candidates have 
been very active and during last week the 
race reached fever heat. It is generaliv 
believed that the race is between Messrs. 
Jones and Parks, but Mr. Welch is sure 
of several votes. The fact that Mr.

Want a Health Officer. 

This morning a meeting of the commit- 

tee on hospital and charities will be held 


for the purpose of considering a resolu- 
tion to be prepared by Councilman Lon- 
gino. providing for a city health officer. 
A similar resolution was introduced in 
council by the same councilman some 
time ago and was finally referred to the 
board of health. 

At a meeting of the hospital and chari- 
ties committee on Saturday it was decided 
to withdraw this resolution and present 
one somewhat similar at the meeting of 
council this afternoon. In this the com- 
mittee was unanimous. 

It is proposed to have council elect a 
-health officer,whose sole duty it will be to 
look after contagious diseases in the citv. 
If the resolution goes through a rhyasl- 
cian of ability will be elected to fill this 
office, and he will be required to give up 
his private practice so as to give his en- 
tire time to the work of the office. 

The salary of such an officer will proh- 
ably be made $2,400 a year. The matter of 
salary, however, will doubtless be deter- 
mined upon at the meeting this morning, 
and it may be that the committee will 
recommend that the health officer receive 
eyen more than the figure named. I¢t is 
also proposed that, in the event of the 
election of a health officer to do awav 
with the ward physicians, and in their 
stead to elect three physicians to be un- 
der the health officer. 

The duties of the health officer will be 
fixed by. a committee of eight—two mem- 
bers from the council committee on hos- 
pital and charities, two from the board 
of health, two from the board of educa- 
tion and two physicians from the city at 
large, to be appointed by the mayor. 
With his duties prescribed, the health 
officer will be under the direction of the 
board of health. 

In case council decides this afternoon 
to have a health officer to look after con- 
tagious diseases in the city, it is prob- 
able that the matter of electing a physi- 
cian to fill this responsible position will] 
be entered into at once. It is altogether 
probable that the name of Dr. J. P. Ken- 
nedy will be proposed, but whether or not 
he will consent to accept the place on 
account of his private practice, is some- 
thing that will be settled only if such ac- 
tion is taken by council. 

To Approve City Weighers, 

Council this afternoon will also he 
called upon to approve the appointment by 
the mayor of two city weighers, one for 
the north side scales and one for the 
south side scales. Mayor Mims last Fri- 
day named John Elmore to be weigher at 
the north side scales and William Conner 
for a similar position at .the south side 
scales. 


retary, the position of city weighers are 
the only ones within the power of 
the mayor to name. AS gs00n as the 
mayor’s communication to eouncil is 
read, these appointments will be ap- 
proved. The monthly salary of each of the 
city weighers is $50.

Townsend reported the matter to the 
police and diligent search was made toe 
ascertain if any John Hogan had disap- 
peared in the city on or about the date 
of the’ paper, but if any John Hogan ts 
missing the fact is not known. There 
are three John Hogans living in Atlanta 
according to the latest city directory, but 
they are all aceounted for, 

The handwriting on the leaf was that 
of an educated person. If no John Hogan 
drowned himself in the lake, some other 
person may have left the note where it 
was found for the purpose of playing a 
grim practical joke. 

Townsend and Tanner went to Lake- 
wood yesterday afternoon and during a 
walk entered the bathrooms on the west 
side of the lake. Townsend saw a piece 
of paper sticking under a bent nail in 
one of the doors and taking tt down he 
read the notice left by “John Hogan,” _/ 

The leaf upon which the farewell mess- 
age was written was a part of a preface 
to some work by Terence, The writing 
was done with a soft lead pencil and was 
in bold, round hand. 

Townsend reported the matter to the 
police as soon as he reached the city. 

The books at the police barracks were 
examined, but no John Hogan had been 
reported as missing. 

The city directory was appealed to and 
all the John Hogans in the city that were 
given in the directory were noted and in- 
quiries made about them. Nobody could 
be found who knew of a John Hogan who 
had ever disappeared. 

So the mystery, if mystery it is, is still 


unsolved.

Deputy Sheriff Talks About the Cir- 
cumstance That Led to Suspi- 
cion Being Thrown on Fa- 
ther and Son—Con- 
fession Expected.

Deputy Sheriff'J. R. Carroll, of Jeffer- 
Son county, Ala., left yesterday mofning 
for Birmingham with Arthur R. Foote, 
the youth who is charged with the mur- 
der of his mother. 

The deputy was disappointed when. he 
reached Atlanta Saturday night, as he 
fully expected to hear that Arthur had 
mede a full confession and told the whole 
story of the crime at Bessemer. Tie made 
an attempt to get the prisoner to talk, 
and when the boy still stuck to his plea 
of innocence, the deputy exclaimed: 

“Well, I am whipped out.” 

What the deputy meant by that could 


_ Only be surmised. The officers at the po- 


lice barracks understood him to insinuate 
that he had but little evidence without 
the youth's confession. ? 

A representative of The Constitution 
had a talk with Deputy Carroll, ond the 
Jefferson county officer said he had ex- 
* pected to get young Foote to confess. 

_ “We had somé trouble afresting Charles 
A. Foote, the boy’s father,”’ said the dep- 
uty sheriff, ‘and if I hadn’t put the hand- 
‘cuffs on him I believe I would have been 
called ‘upon to shoot him. He ‘was very 
unruly, and wanted to fight. He seemed 
to think that I was responsible for his 
arrest. I was on the coroner's jury that 
held the inquest over Mrs. Foote, aud 
we did not render a verdict until two 
days ago. The murder of:Mrs. Foote was 
one of ‘the worse’ crimes ever committed 
in Jefferson county. She was found lying 
half under a cook stove, with three ugly 
gashes across her throat. It was impos- 
sible for hér to have inflicted the vounds 
herself, and the jury quickly disearded 
the suicide theory. There had been a 
murder committed, and we took a Httle 
time to-try to ascertain who the‘murderér 
‘was. We at last rendered a verdict im- 
pPlicating the husband and son.” 
‘Evidence Against Husband andi Son. 

When asked what evidence they rad 
against the two prisoners, Deputy Car- 
rol! replied: : 

“The murder was committed some time 
after 12 o’clock noon. The husband and 
#0n were at dinner, and they do not deny 
that fact. We found on the table, which’) 
was in the kitchen where the woman’s 


. dead body was discovered, a partially 


eaten meal, the plates and food looking 
‘as if they “had been left very hurriedly. 
The jury believed Mrs. Foote was killed 
while that meal was going on. Charles 
Foote and his son acted 'n a very sus- 
picious manner, not making any effort 
to aid the officers to locate the murderer, 
both declaring it was a suicide. But they 
could give no earthly reason why the wo- 
man should have wanted to take her own 
life. They left for Atlanta with the body, 
and the boy never returned. The father 
reached Bessemer on Saturday, I think it 
was, and instead of his seeking the offi- 
cers to learn what progress had been 
made in the investigation. he dodged us. 
He kept out of my way and the way of 
the chief of police, not once speaking.”’ 

“You have no positive or direct evidence, 
then?’ the deputy was asked. 

‘Well, yes, we have,”’ he replied. “The 
butcher, Johnson, for whom young Foote 
worked, told the jury that he saw blood 
on the boy’s face and hands when he 
returned to work after dinner.” 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, it 
is alleged that if-the father and son are 
guilty, the motive for the murder was 
insurance on Mrs. Foote’s life for $4,000. 
Arthur Foote has declared.that his moth- 
er’s life insurance wes less than $200.

@ Gaughter of Arthur Wright, of Carroll 
county, this state.

FRIENDS OF FAMILY MADE ARREST 


Case Against Floyd Will Be Heard 
by Ordinary Wilkinson on 
Thursday, March 7. 


C. A. Floyd was arrested Saturday night 
and incarcerated in the Tower as a lun- 
atic. . 

Floyd, it is claimed, has threatened to 
kill his wife and children, and is consid- 
ered dangerous. It is on this account 


‘that somewhat unusual steps were taken 
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A woman went into qa store in Chat- 
tanooga the other day to make some pur- 
chases, and when she hed finished she 
offered a lot of postage stamps in pay- 
ment. She had them in large sheets, 
just as they are sent out from Wash- 
ington by the postoffice department, and 
altogether she had about $100 worth of 
them. 

Thinking this decidedly unusual, the 
proprietors of the store notified the post- 
joffiice authorities in Chattanooga, and 
Inspector Barry, who happened to be 
there, was sent to investigate. He ques- 
tioned the woman as to where she got 
the stamps, and she told him they had 
been sent her by her husband from Sis- 
kiyou, Oregon. 

“Who is your husband?” the inspector 


asked. 

“He is J. H. Bilitch, the postmaster 
there,”’ she replied. ‘‘He frequently sends 
me postage stamps this way instead of 
money.’’ 

The inspector told her he was very 
sorry, but it was his duty to confiscate 
the stamps, and he todk charge of them. 

Postoffice inspectors’ do not often get 
mixed up with cases in their line at 
such a great distance from home, but it 
happens now and then, as in this case. 
Having the main evidence against the 
postmaster at Siskiyou, Inspector Barry 
will have to go out there as a witness in 
the case. 

Postmaster Blitch has not been arrest- 
ed, but on information telegraphed from 
Chattanooga he is under surveillance and 
3 case will be made against him for in- 
vestigation on thé arrival of Mr, Barry. 

The case against the postmaster at 
Siskiyou will be a rather peculiar one, 
though it {is of a kind that postoffice in- 
spectors frequently meet with. Pdstmas- 
ters at fourth-class postoffices are allow- 
ed 100 per cent of their cancellation up to 
$100, 60 per cent of their cancellation on 
the second $100, and so on. By using the 
stamps as currency where the canceila- 
tin is small, and reporting them ‘as can- 
celled, the fourth-class postmaster can 
get all that is coming to him just as if 
his cancellation reached the limit. There 
is a specific statute against this, and the 
false reporting of cancellation is consid- 
ered. a serious offense.

Floyd, it is stated by his friends, has 
been out of employment for some time, 
and has resorted too frequently to alco- 
holic stimulants. This, it is said, has 
affected his mind until he is in a condi- 
tion where he is practically irresponsible. 

For the last day-or two, it is stated, 
he has been making violent threats 
against his wife and children, And it has 
been feared that he would take their lives, 
and perhaps his own as well. 

Dr. J. W. Mitchell, who has been at- 
tending Mrs. C.. A. Buchanan since the 
attack upon her by an unknown 
negro, went before Ordinary John 
R. Wilkinson Saturday and made 
affidavit charging that Floyd is in- 
sane and that for the public 
safety he should no longer be left at 
large. It was asked that Floyd be ar- 
rested and confined. in the Tower, and 
that a day be appointed for an investiga- 
tion into his condition with a view to 
having him committed to the state sani-

State School Commissioner Glenn re- 
jured Saturday morning from Chicago 
where he has been in attendance on the 
meeting of the Department of Superin- 
tendents of the National Educational As- 
sociation. Professor Glenn says there 
were from 1;200 to 1,500 superintendents 
of schools and heads of educational in- 
stitutions present, and many important 
educational subjects were discussed with 
enthusias™ 

The election of Professor Glenn as 
president of the department was an en- 
tire surprise to himself as well as to the 
other Georgians. His election was unan- 
imous, there being no opposition from 
any quarter, and Professor Glenn, very 
n.odestly looks upon it as a desire to 
honor the state, of which he was the 
leading representative. It was recog- 
nized, he said, that Georgia is making 
rapid strides in the educational field, and 
representatives form every section of the 
country congratulated the state upon 
the progress that has been made. 

One of the prominent subjects discuss- 
ed was the question of hauling children 
to schools, and it was shown in many in- 
stances that it is being done economic- 
ally. More children are thus made to at- 
tend school, and more of them go to the 
same school, making a smaller number 
of school houses necessary.

He Is an Experienced Entomologist 
and Will Make Valuable As- 
sistant to Mr. Scott.

Georgia {s going to New Hampshire for 


an assistant state entomologist instead 
of to Iowa as was first supposed. 

State Entomologist Scott has received 
a ietter from W. D. Hunter, of Ames, 
la., who was elected his assistant By the 
state board of entomology, saying that 
he cowld not accept the position; and now 
it has been tendered to and accepted by 
W. F. Fisk, of Durham, N. H., and he 
ig expected here to take charge of his 
duties in connection with the department 4 
on March 2th. 

The state board of entomology at its 
meeting at Macon provided for just such 
an emergency as this. The meeting wus 
to have been held in January and dur- 
ing that month‘all the applications for 
the position were received. It became 
necessary to postpone the meeting until 
late in February, and the board made a 
second choice from the applicants to 
whom the position was to be tendered in 
the event of Mr. Huntér’s declination. 

Mr. Hunter stated in his letter to State 
Entomologist Scott that he had received 
an offer from the United States govern- 
ment the same day the Georgia offer was 
received, The federal government offered 
him more salary than did Georgia and in 
addition to that his expenses while trav- 
eling. He said, in view of these facts, 
that he felt bound to accept the govern- 
ment’s offer. - 

When he received this letter, ¢.ate En- 
tomologist Scott at once tendered the po- 
sition to Mr. Fisk as provided for by the 
board, and a letter has just been received 
from him accepting it. He stated that 
he would be here ready to take charge 
of his work by March 2th. 

The salary of the assistant state ento- 
mologist was fixed by the board of en- 
tomology at $1,000 per year. The depart- 
ment of agriculture pays somewhat high- 
er salaries, and in this way it secured the 
services of Mr. Hunter, who will go to 
Texas and New Mexico to deal with the 
cotton boll weevil. 

Mr. Fisk is said to be an expert ento- 
mologist. He has had considerable ex- 
perience in his profession and will, no 
doubt, make a valuable assistant in the 
department of entomology.

He thought 
that humanity was on the down grade, 
and to him the outicok seemed dark and 
doleful. He said he took a pessimistic 
view of the subject. 

He began by saying that not since the 
day Sherman's army entered Atlanta had 
stich a feeling of demoral'zation existed 
as exists today. 

He referred to the outrage committed 
in the heart of the city last Thursday 
morning, and said that the time had 
come when conservatism must be put 
aside and the home protected at all 
hazards. 

He did not favor mob law. He wags op- 
feses to it vnder all circumstances, But 

e felt that the machinery of the law of 
the land should be put in operation. 

He said that one of tle most conspicu- 
Ous causes of the present 
state of affairs was ring rule and political 
jugglery. Going into details on tng 
topic, he spoke of-the police department, 
saying among other things: 

“I wish here and row, so far as I am 
concerned, to resent the charges [ have 


heard made in the last few days against” 


policemen as a whole for not doing thei" 
duty. It if a known fact among. those 
who have investigated it all, that the po- 
licemer in Atlanta; who are charged with 
the duty of pretecting our lives and prop- 
erty, have their hands tied. 

“In the first place, these officers have 
their hands tied by an inefficient chief. 
Against the chief of police as a man and 
a citizen I have no charge whatever. 
Neither have I any personal feelings 
egainst him. But as an officer, having 
such a responsibility—that of protecting 
a city of one hundred thousand people—I 
concur heartily in the opinion entertained 
by many of our wisest business men, that 
he is totally inefficient. And it seems to 
me that the ‘irst rcmedy out of our pres- 
ent deplorable condition is the election of 
a chief of police with convictions, cour- 
age and ability sufficient to or a 
relice force and operate it in such 4 wew 
as to have the full confidence of our 
community. In th® next place, their 
hands are tied by an unneces and 
meddlesome board of police commission- 
ers. As at present conducted, the police 
department of Atlanta is a stupendous 
bundle of political wires. The board of 
commissioners is made 
cliques. They direct the department un- 
der them, from chief down. It Seems 
that nothing can be done of any impor- 
tance unless the orders come from the 
teard of commissioners. The city may be 
infested with an army of gamblers, and 
yet every policeman and detective must 
sit around on dry goods boxes and whittle 
sticks, or do something else, until they 
get an order from headquarters to pro- 
ceed against them. 

“Our police department is totally ab- 
sorbed in politics. A policeman dafe not 
go against the will and ard wishes of a 
member of the police board. If so, he 
knows at once that it means at the next 
election he loses that commissioner’s yote, 
and,. perhaps, his own official head, This 
thing has occurred time and time agen 
in Atlanta. Officers who were g0od and 
faithful have been put down entirely, or 
recuced tn ranks because of no other 
offense than that they incurred the dis- 
tleasure of a political boss on the bouwid 
of police commissioners. In the next few 
days will occur the election of the At- 
lanta polic: force. That makes this & 
very interesting time for the men who 
stand for re-election. I have it upon good 
authority that cliques and bands are be- 
ing formed and meetings being held now 
ecking to the displacement of man good 


and tried men on the force, simply be. 


caure recent past they have 
treught to justice many rominent citi- 
gens in this city for gambling. 

“It is easy to see how with such eggs 
and swayed by such favoritism, the po- 
lice force itself would be in a demoralized 
state of mind. They are afraid to make a 
turn, or institute a raid less they .7ay 
loge their cfficial heads. We must re- 
member that policemen are nothing more 
nor less than men. They have their obli- 

ations; and most of them have families 
fenendent upon them. Their position is 
their stock in trade. To lose it means to 
Icse all they have. Here and there is 
fcund a man with sufficient courage ta 
do his duty, if the pelice board will let 
bim, in spite of the prospect of losing his 
job. How can we expect anything short 
of inefficiency, cowardice and demoraliza- 
tion under such a meddlesome and =

Capt Ball 
struck the nail en the head, but he failed 
utterly, in my judgment, in giving the 
remedy. when he said stop such vagrance. 
I say stop such vagrance, and shut up 
these damnable shops in this city, and 
enforce the laws on gambling. 

“My. friends, what this city needs to-~ 
day most of all, next. to religion, is, first, 
a facing about and turning out around 
headquarters. Then, a law that will close 
up.these contemptible dram shops. and 
gambling dens, and clean out these dirty 
tramps, whether white or black. ‘ 

“But these are not the only eauses op- 
erating in the production of our present 
troubles. The fundamental cause ts the 
increased depravity of the age. In this 
regpect Atlanta shares with the world. 
Humanity is on the down grade. I must 
conféss pessimism in this respect. I be- 
Heve. the world is growing better at a 
very poor rate. I specially feel this’ so 
far as Atlanta is concerned. We have 
many good people. People who are do 
all they can to spread pure and tndefil 
religion. But this number fis exeeedingly 
small. With the vast majority of Atlan«

The Apostie Paul here describes the 
Christian brethren at Corinth by three 


_werying, though equivalent phrases: ‘“‘The 


@hurch of God,” “Sanctified in Christ 
Jesus,’ “called saints’ (The words ‘‘to 
be’ are not in the original). The church 
is composed of those whoni God has 
‘ealled and sanctified in Christ Jesus. 

This is the uniform designation of the 
church in the New Testament. (See the 
opening verses of nearly all St. Paul’s 
episties.) 


What, then, is a “saint?” If a letter 
@eame to Atlanta addressed to the 
“Saints” how might we tell whether it 
waa for us or not? There is a widespread 
impression that a ‘‘saint’’ is one pre- 


‘@minent for spirituality, and that, ac- 


cordingly, no one has a right to belong to 
the church uniess he can lay claim to 
being a saint in that sense. The ques- 
tion is one, then, of great practical im- 
portance. The Biblical answer to. the 
question, “Whatis a saint?’ is the 
Biblica] answer to the question, “How 
go0a@ must I be, what professions must I 
make, in order to be, with propriety, a 
member of the church?’ 

‘The question must be answered by de- 
términing the Biblical use of words, We 
have no right to evolve out of our inner 

meanings for words and 
read them into the Bible, That is exactly 
equivalent to substituting our own no- 
tions for God’s revealed truth. , 

When the Apostle Paul employs the 
word “saints” to designate and describe 
the members of the church of God he is 
using the Greek equivalent of a Hebrew 
word occurring many times in the Old 
Testament. It is there translated some-

ing familiar terms in a new and strange 
sense. St. Peter in his first apistle does 
this same thing in a most marked man- 
mer. (II 9, ff.) “But ye are an elect race, 
@ royal priesthood, a holy nation, a peo- 
ple for God’s own possession.” These 


Words are transferred bodily from the 


Old Testament and applied to believers 
in Christ. Are Christians, then, said to 
constitute a “holy nation,” etc., because 
of their professions or because of their 
high spiritual attainments? Precisely the 
contrary is asserted. “Ye are an elect 
race, a holy nation, etc.,” that ye may 
show forth the excellencies of Him who 
called you out of darkness (the darkness 
of ignorance of God’s true nature) into 
His marvellous light. (The light of the 

of God revealed in Christ.) 
Again, note the fact that the Apostle Pe- 
ter, so far from congratulating his read- 
ers on an already achieved salvation, sol- 
emnly warns them and exhorts them: 
“Dearly beloved, I beseech you as s80- 
journers and pilgrims to abstain from 
fieshly lusts which war against the soul.” 
He does not say that they are holy and 
church members because they have over- 
come fieshly lusts, but the saints are

These facts absolutely preclude the in-

ituality. It is not denied that the word 
is sometimes used both in the Old

point, The point is, what does the word 
saint, or holy, mean when applied to 


the church? The fact is, it does-net mean. 
one Of exalted virtue, high profession 
who for, these-reasons ig privileged to 
enter the chufch; it does mean, consist- 
ently running like a golden thread of a 
divine purpose through both temtaments, 
one who is called, set apart by God's re- 
vealing His truth to him, for the purpose 
of becoming hely. inthe inner spiritual 
sense. We are to become holy in the ons 
‘sense because we are already holy in the 
other, God's call is to be met by our 
consecration. Undoubtedly the collective 
body of believers in Christ, together with 
their children, grea “holy nation, ”’an “elect 
race’ in a far higher sense than was 
the nation Israel. Believers in Christ are 
holy not only as set apart. by God and 
as having the Gedgiven belief in Christ, 
but alsq-as participants in a common 
spirit of life and holiness. 

The Jew of old believed in a revealed 
God; the Christian believes in a higher 
revelation of God, outwardly manifested 
to us in Christ and inwardly by the spirit 
of Christ within us enabling us to believe 
in Christ. “No man can say that Jesus 
is Lord but by the Holy Ghost." The 
Jew of old participated In common with 
his brethren in a certain communion and 
fellowship with God, but the believer in 
Christ ig Hfted to a state in which a 
much higher and more intimate com- 
munion with God is possible whether ‘t 
is realized or not. Christ is the manifes- 
tation of God; the church is the body of 
Christ. Christ accordingly by His spirit 
isthe soul of the church, As every branch 
of the vine is not necessarily fruit-bear- 
ing, and even tHe fruit-bearing branches 
may become more fruitful (see John 
xv, 1, 2), yet still all are branches of the 
vine, participants in fellowship with each 
other of the one life of the vine. So the 
member of Ahe church is something 
more than.a member. of a voluntary, hu- 
man association. He belongs to the ‘‘com- 
munion of saints,” to an organism (more 
than organization), whose sou] is the 
divine human spirit of the Lord Jesus, 
and all thig not by virtue of his virtues, 
but by virtue of God’s act, in order that 
he may ever increase in sobriety, right- 
eousness and godliness. Grace to do this 
is promised to us in the church. God 
Himself dwelis in the church, despite the 
imperfections of its members. “I am a 
member of the church in response to 
God's call in order that I may .avail my- 
self of His grace and truth and may 
bend all my energies-to doing His will,” 
or “I am a member of the church because 
I lay claim to holiness’’—there are the 
two contrasted conceptions of the church; 
and they stand for tendencies and forces 
that produce two different types of char- 
acter—the one modest, truthful and dil! 
gent; the other boastful and complacent, 
I have said that the Hebrew word 
rendered saint means ‘“‘separate.’’ Thre 
is another Hebrew word which we meet 
with in the New Testament in its Graeco- 
Anglicized form—‘pharisee,”’ and which 
also means “separate,’’ but it stands for 
@ separation due to the act of man, not 
the act of God. Pharisaism originat- 
ed in the attempt, praiseworthy in it- 
self, to lift the people of God up to a 
higher level. But this attempt abandon- 
doned God’s method and substituted an- 
other. It did not say to all the people 
of God,to all who believed in God’s reveal- 
ed truth, “because ye are holy, therefore 
be holy,” but it proceeded by banding to- 
gether those who could and did profess to 
be strict observers of the law. The result. 
was, the: Pharisees developed inordinate » 
spiritual pride, looked down with amused 
contempt on publicans and sinners, and 
crucified the Lord of Glory—all as a result 
of a well-meant attempt to better things, 
but one which substituted its own method 
for God’s. Both eonceptions of the church 
fim at true inward holiness; at righteous- 
ness, spirituality and joy in the Holy 
Ghost; the question is ag to means to 
that end. Two men may equally desire 
that all citizens of the United States 
should be good citizens, but one may 
proceed by banding together those who 
claimed to be truly good, and denying 
that the rest are rightfully citizens at all; 
the other may proceed on the basis of the 
fact that his fellow countrymen, as a 
matter of simple fact, are ¢itizens and 
strive to develop in them a sense of pat- 
riotism and a civic conscience; because ye 

are citzens, be good ones. 

What. answer, then, shall we give to 
the question with which we began, ““How 
go00d must I be to belong to the church?’ 
Negatively, you need not, must not pro- 
fess to be a saint, in the ordinary con- 
ception of the term, You need not, ought 
not to profess to be better than other peo- 
ple are. But positively you should be- 
lieve in Jesus Christ and surrender whole- 
heartedly to Him, asking, ‘‘Lord, what 
wilt thou have me to do?” If you believe 
in Jesus Christ and do not wish to do 
God’s will om earth as it is done in 
heaven, you may bring yourself to that 
wish and to that will by resolution and 
prayer. If you believe tn Jesus Christ 
and do wish to do God's will, and are sin- 
cere in the determination to do God’s will, 
come into the church on God's own invi- 
tation and do the best you can. The hon- 
est determination is being’ “good enough,”’ 
not for the kingdom above but for the 
kingdom below. It is enough for a start. 
Are you unconverted? Turning from your 
will to God's wili—that is conversion, and 
no matter what accompanying feelings 
vou have or do not have, that is right- 
eousness. St. Paul years after his sur- 
render to God in Christ wrote, ‘Iam not 
yet perfect; I have not yet apprehended; 
but I follow after if I may apprehend that 
for which I am apprehended. Forgetting 
those things that are behind and reaching 
forth unto those that are before, I press 
toward the mark, for the prize of the 
high calling of God." The man who 
would not so much ag ift up his eyes to 
heaven, but smote on his breast and ex- 
claimed, “God be merciful to me a sin- 
ner,’’ he it was who went down to his 
house justified, rather than the other who 
thanked God he was better than the pub- 
lcan. “God be merciful to me a sinner’ 
18 the open seeame to the door of God’s 
forgiveness here. Ags you get better and 
better you will realize more and more 
what sin is and to the plea of “God he 
merciful to me a sinner” doubtless the 
gclden gateg of heaven will swing open 
at the last. The attempt to build up a 
church of “the saved” is expressly and in 
terms forbidden by our Lord himself. 
The church ig as a net having fish both 
good and bad and the separation is to be 
made not now but hereafter; not by us 
but by God. The servants in the parable 
of the tares are forbidden to pull up the 
tares lest they root up wheat. We minis- 
ters have neither the capacity nor the 
right to distingush here and now between 
the saved and the unsaved. This is not 
the time for judgment, and judgment is 
not our prerogative. Church discipline, 
doubtless, then must be on occasion, and 
the denial of fellowship in ex- 
treme cases; but these are cases where 
sin is openly persisted in and one judg<«s 
oneself, In ei the h must give

At Trinity chureh yesterday morning 
| Rev. J. W. Quiltian preached an eloquent 
sermon from the text, “Ye are the salt 
of the earth, but if the salt have lost his 
savour, wherewith shall it be salted? It 
is thenceforth gccd for nothing, but to be 
cast out, and to be trodden under foot of 
men,’ Matthew v, 13. 

Dr. Quillan said in part: 

“With startling emphasis these words 
fell from Christ's lips upon the ear of the 
disciples. With equal force do they come 
to the attentive ear today. They set forth 
that dignity and responsibility cf disci- 
pleship, its work and. the possibility of 
men failing in the mission they are called 
to perform. The text implies two or three 
great truths. First, that there is in the 
wor.d a principle of corruption, destruc- 
tive in its work, and aggressive in its na- 
ture. This principle is evil, or sin, Reve- 
lation declares this, whilst history, obser- 
vation ¢and experience—the ‘great chan- 
nels of knowledge—all confirm it. There 
is no thing and no persona too high, or too 
holy’ for it to attack, and all things. upon 
which its foul hand comes is stricken with 
mildew and blight, beginning at once to 
disintegrate and go to pieces. It attacks 
governments, institutions, families, indl- 
viduals and, indeed, al] things pertaining 
to man, and, when entering, works de- 
struction. The -eurrent of history, sweep- 
ing through time, is well nigh choked with 


| the wreck ahd’ débris of destruction 


wrought by it. Rome, the tramp of whose 
sol#iery shook the foundations of all 
opposing powers, has fallen and gone, a 
/prey to its ravagés. Greece, the mother 
of arts and sciences, is found only in the 
archives of the past. Babylon, the sp!len- 
dor of whase magnificence awed the 
world and paralyzed other lesser powers, 
exists only in the museums of antiquity. 
Every man is conscious of a destructive 
force within him and about him, trying 
to work his ruin and prevent the realiza- 
tion of that which is good, ennobling and 
enduring. 

* “The havoc wrought in man and his un- 
dertakings is great. Yet, the text implies 
notwithstanding this, man is still worth 
saving, and can be saved. He is a palace 
grand in his ruins, and needs only to be 
reconstructed and revivified to become the 
object of delight to God and His angels. 
This can be done and is being done, day 
by day. History, observation and expe- 
rience proclaim it. The text further in- 
spires the introduction into the wor-d of 
a force, constructive in its nature, and 
revivifying in its work, which is mightiest 
in its operation, and more potent in its ef- 
feet than the principle of evil, having in 
itself the power to expel and to overcome 
the ev. This is the grace of God, the 
spirit of life as found in Christ, This 
force seizes upon the disintegrated, dying 
powers of men and reorganizes them, pre- 
serves. them and builds them up into a 
spiritual temple, wherein dwelleth God, 
making all the palaces of mdn’s nature 
resplendent with divine glory. This grace 
and this spirit Christ calls salt, because 
it preserves where it is, because it arrests 
decay where it comes; because it is con- 
tinuously working, silently, but effective- 
ly. Christ personifies this salt, in the per- 
son that possesses it and says, ‘Ye, My 
disciples, are the salt of the earth.’ You 
preserve the earth by virtue of the spirit 
within you, and thus preserve yourselves, 
You by the savour of your lives must ar- 
rest the corruption among men, and so 
live that the constructive spirit of life 
within yourselwes will go out from you, 
and take hold of those around you. Oh! 
what dignity and honor to be a co-worker 
with God in saving men from the destruc- 
tive power of sin! 

“Bo long as a particle of salt has vital 
wnton with the parent rock it retains its 
‘saving qualities, but if separated from 
that and exposed to the air, the sunshine 
and rain it loses its savory power, When 
Christ’s disciples separate themselves in 
thought, in affection, In conduct, from 
Him who is the rock of our salvation, 
they lose out of their lives His grace and 
spirit, but if by prayer, repentance and 
faith they abide in Him their lives will be 
full of savour, Apart from Him ye can do

MOORE MEMORIAL. ° 
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“Golgotha’s three crosses’’ formed the 
subject of the sermon -preached by Rev. 
Dr. A. R. Holderby yesterday morning at 
Moore Memorial church. Dr. Holderby 
handled the subject in his usual able man- 
ner and several important and instructive 
lessons were developed during the dis- 
course, 

Among other things, he said that Jesus 
Christ was not erucified by the world, 
but by the church. He said Christ was 
crucified because of man’s hatred and 
that the giving by God of His Son to die 
on the cross was an evidence of His love 
for man. ‘ 

Dr. Holderby selected his text from 
Luke xxiii, 33, and he said in substance: 

‘‘The scene described here is a beautiful 
word picture drawn by the Holy Ghost. 
The picture is true. Wvery word is in- 
spired. Luke was not only an inspired 
writer, but an eye witness to those 
strange scenes. 

° “The eye of God never beheld such a 
‘geene before; angels in heaven are still 
wondering what’it means; they will con- 
tinue to wonder. Well may men wonder 
and adore. 

“What do we see in this strange pic- 
ture? Three crosses, three criminals, a 
band of Roman soldiers, a Jewish mob, 
priests and Pharisees, a few weeping wo- 
men and a company of gamblers in the 
distance, casting lots for the garments 
of the Son of God, who hangs on the 
central cross. These strange scenes speak 
to us. They teach us many lessons. 

“They speak tous of God, of Christ the 
Savior. of salvation, of sin and of dam- 
nation. 

“We learn, firet, of man’s hatred of God, 

The cross of Jesus Christ was an evi- 
dence of man’s hatred. The jews cruci- 
fled the Lord of glory because they hated 
God. It was not the outside world that 
erucified Jesus Christ, but it was the 
church. The priests anid Pharisees and 
other Jews were members of the church 
and Jesus Himself wag a member of the 
— 
“The Sanhedrim was the highest court 
of the church and before that church 
court He was tried and*condemned, Pilate 
was the willing tool in the hands of the 
Jewish sanhedrim. The meanest man out- 
side of hell was Pilate. He declared that 
Jesus was an innocent man and unworthy 
of death, and yet he consented to His 
death when it was in his power to re- 
-lease Him, 

“There -ate people in the church today 
who are crucifying Christ and putting 
Him to an open shame, Inconsistent 
ohatch members are now crucifying 
Christ, If you, my brthren, are living im- 
moral lives and are violating God’s laws, 


. 
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gotha if Jesus Christ were now on the 
earth. If He were to come to Atlanta 
under the same circumstances in which 
He came to Jeruselem forty thousand peo- 
ple would raise the cry that once rent the 
Judean air, ‘Crucify him, crucify him,’ and 
would follow Him to the place of execu- 
tion. The world hates Jesus Christ to- 
day as it hated Him nineteen hundred 


We learn of God's love for | 
the world, 

“The cross is an evidence of God’s love 
for man. Never would God have given 
his Son to die if He had not loved the 
world. How great must have been that 
love. If any other plan could have been 
devised for man’s redemption, surely God 
would not have delivered up His Son to 
be crucified. That was a cruel death if 
God could have found any other way of 
salvation,. Surely He must have loved the 
worid.”’ 


FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 


peneseeseeeoeeeces 

Rey. C. P. Bridewell preached to a 
large congregation at the First Presby- 
terian church vesterday morning on the 
subject, “Hidden Treasures.” The tet 
was taken from Matthew, xili, 44: *‘The 
kingdom of heaven is like unto a treasure 
hid in a field, the which when a man hath 
found he hideth and for joy thereof goeth 
and selleth all that he hath and buycth 


that field.”’ 


His sermon in part is as follows: 
“This parable of the hidden treasure is 
the companion of the parable ‘which we 


etudied on last Sabbath morning, the par- 


able of the pearl of gréat price. Like 


that it was spoken not from the prow of 
‘a vessel to the multitudes on the shore, 


but to a small crowd of disciples within 
a house. Like the parable of the pearl 
of great price, it Jllustrates the power of 
the kingdom of heaven in its action on 
the individval rather than the manner 
of the operation of that kingdom on the 
masses as the parables preceding It llus- 
trated. Generically the two parables 
teach the same truth. The both exhibit 
the intrinsic preciousness of the kingdom 
of heaven and the high esteem in which 
that precious thing is held by the spirit- 
ually quickened man. They both set 
forth how veluable the kingdom of 
heeven is, and how much it is valued by 
those who know its worth; but they 
teach the truth with distinct specific 
conditions. The parable of the hidden 
treasure illustrates the preciousness of 
the kingdom of heaven under the idea of 
discovering what was hidden. The para- 
ble of the goodly pearl illustrates the 
rreciousness of the kingdom of heaven 
under the idea of seeking and finding. The 
two are each the complements of the 
other, so that under either one of them 
the purchasers. of goodly pearls or the 
discoverers of hidden treasure may be 
termed all who have become the possess- 
ors of the kingdom of Jesus Christ. 
“There are seme persons who think 
that there must be in the kingdom of the 
Lord, in the universe of God somewhere, 
something created by God for*man, in the 
possession of which he shall be pleased 
and find the satisfaction of all his long- 
ings, and these persons. will therefore be 
found seeking everywhere and inquiring 


for that kingddm,; Such are like unto the 


merchantmi3n who -hes distinctly set be- 


fore himself the ‘process of finding goodly 


pearis. These are possibly the fewest in 


number, but at the same time no doubt of 
noblest efforts. There are other persous 


in the world who do not discover thit 
there is an aim and purpose for man's 
life, that there fs any truth for him at 
all until the truth, as it is in Jesus Christ, 


is revealed unto them. These are lNkened 


unto the plowmsn who finds the h:dden 


treasure, stumbles upon it as it were: in 
other words, not expecting it, not look- 


ing for~it. The parable of the goodly 
pearl, in other words, pictures those who 
have found the Savior after ng and 
terrible search for Him. The parable of 
the hidden treasure pictures those who 
find the Saviorewhen they are not look- 
ing tor Him nor desiring Him. 

“The circumstarces which form the 
greundwork of this parable were, in the 
state of insecurity in society in oriental 
lands in olden times, of much more fre- 
qvent occurrence than with us today. 


There were no banks in those days, and 
persons having valuable possessions were 


accustomed to hide them away in the 
fields or in out-of-the-way places. A 


writer on orienta] literature and customs 


tells us that men, because of the frequent 
cherge of dynasties and consequent -evo- 
lutions, were in the habit of dividing 
their Wealth in three parts, one for com- 
merce;and supplying the necessaries of 
life; enother they converted into precious 


jewels, so that should they .be compelled 


to leave home they might carry part of 
their wealth vith them; the third part 
they buried, and they would trust none 
with the knowledge of the place where 
this treasure wags hidden. The owners 
were frequently killed in battle or exiled, 
and the treasure was often lost by their 
moving or death, until, by chance, a 
leborer, perhaps, while digging in his fleld 
cores suddenly upon it. 

“Now, then, our blessed Master says 
these acciden‘s of common occurrence in 
those days impress upon the minds of 
His disciples then, and upon our minds 
now, the. peculiar effects of the workings 
of the kingdom of heaven. The |Jaborer 
went forth into his field to plow. In or- 
der to recreate an exhaustive zoll with 
virgin earth, -he sinks his plow shaft deep 
into its bosom. He is seeking only to 
make the earth yield to him a harvest. 
He Was no other thought than to prepare 
the ground well, that it may the more 
fully reward him for his labor and his 
toil. Suddenly he is startled. Looking 
down at his feet, he sees in the nartially 
turned earth the scattered pieces of gold, 
and bright gems sparkle in the morring 
sun. He drops to his knees, and is all 
atremble with excitement; he has hap- | 
pened upon hidden treasure and has for- 
tune within his grasp. After. gazing a 
while upon the traasure, and computing 
as nearly as possible its value, he then 
covers it again, hides it once more, and 
hastens to his home. He intends to pur- 
chase that field, and at once goes to work 
to sell out all he has, house and lot and 
household furaiture, his jewels and 
stores are parted with, .All that he owns 
he gives up in order to possess himself of 
that one single piece of land. His neigh- 
bors are apt to pity and advise him, but 
he knows what he is about, and soon 
their pity is changed to envy when the 
man leaves the hard, humble, toiling life 
of the peasant for the respectable ease 
and competence and luxuriance which 
bas fallen to his lot. 

“Such is the material work which sus- 
tains this truth, the trellis which bears 
up the fruitful vine. Having passed first 
around it to seo its construction and its 
form, let us now epproach it and gather 
for our own use the rich fruit which 
hangs within easy reach. There is, dear- 
ly beloved, a treasure placed within our 
reach in this world, rich beyond concep- 
tion, beyond seed a a treasure

Dr. Bridewell held that many attended 
church for various reasens, expecting no 
spiritual benefit, nor desiring it. They 
were content with the attractions it of- 
fered, its society, the music, ete., when 
suddenly they stumbled upon the hidden 
treasure, as it were, with its incomparable 
rickness of spiritual blessings. 

“Nicodemus, who came to the Master 
feared the 
Lord, and was seeking goodly pearis; he 
was rewarded by salvation. Zacheus, 
whoSe curiosity to see the man they were 
all talking about, and the woman of Sa- 
maria who came down to Jacob’s weil to 
draw water, found salvation when not 
seeking it, or even so much as thinking 
of it; and is it not so with us in the 
world today? Suddenly, in the midst of 
other thoughts, a man is brought face to 
face with Jesus Christ, and while earr.- 
ing his daily bread, seeking no more than 
success can give him, he finds that 
eternal and other’ things are his. We all 
think of what we can make in this life, 
without thinking of the great wealth that 
God has placed in. our hearts; but sud- 
cenly: our steps are arrested; circum- 
stances that seem purely accidental sud- 
denly break down the barriers and wé 
find that eterna) hfe is ours.” 


7 FIRST BAPTIST. : 


Revival meetings were in progress in 
the First Baptist church all last week. 
Dr. W. W. Landrum announced yester- 
day that these special services will con- 
tinue all this week, with two meetings a 
day, one at 4 p. m. and another at 7:45 
Pp. m. Rev. Dr. J. L. White, pastor of 
the First Baptist church of Macon, Ga.. 
will preach every evening. 

The sermon of Rev. Dr. Landrum at 
the First Baptist church yesterday morn- 
ing was based on Isaiah yuee, “RAS «© “He 
shall see of the travail of his soul and 
be satisfied.” The subject was 
“Christ’s Satisfaction with the Results of 


His Own Sufferings.’’ The pastor said in 
part: 

“This chapter throbs with the sufferings 
of the Messiah of Israel. Isaiah, centu- 
Ties before the crucifixion took place, 
sees, understands and graphically de- 
scribes its tragic scenes and sacrificial 
character. The text contains, in briefest 
compass, the whole chapter, and the 
chapter sums up an epitome of the whole 
gospel. It is simply the sufferings of 
Christ and the glory that should follow. 

“Crucifixions, you must remember, were 
not rare in Palestine in that age. Be- 
tween the days of Pilate and those of Ti- 
tus 30,000 Jews, it is said, were crucified 
around the wall of Jerusalem. Many of 
them, no doubt, were brave, conscientious, 
heroic men, dying as martyrs to patriot- 
ism and piety. Many of them weré young 
men, as was Jesus. Thirty thousand vic- 
tims of Roman cruelty! Why have they 
been forgotten? Why have 30,000 crosses 
mouldered into dust while one still stands 
erect as a mighty magnet to draw all 
hearts with subtle but irresistible power? 
That is a great question: it deserv#s a 
thoughtful answer. That answer sweeps 
the circle of all theology. It is not possi- 
ble to condense its voluminous significance 
within the limits of a single sermon. The 
story of Jesus, as a matter of fact, grows 
in vividness and power and transforms 
the world by its pathos.” In a word, the 
cross of Jesus Christ forever rivets the 
attention of mankind because they have 
come to believe Him the supreme char- 
acter and, therefore, the supreme sufferer 
of human history. As the universal man 
He summed up in’ His person all the 
possibilites of human woe; He had un- 
told depths of sensibility in His exquisite- 
ly refined nature, infinite capacity for sor- 
row. As Isalah expresses it, His suffer- 
ings were the travail of His soul. He 
bowed Himself beneath the burden of the 
whole world’s sin. 

“While the world at large and many 
professed disciples of Christ deny that 
the sufferings of Jesus were vicarious 
punishment, all admit that they were 
vicarious sorrows. The mother who brings 
her babe into the world in agony or tra- 
vail suffers what the babe cannot suffer. 
The trained nurse who watches through 
the weary hours of the night, the police- 
man who paces his beat during the smit- 
ings of the winter’s storm, the engineer 
who stands at the throttle while passen- 
gers are asleep in the Pullman, the pilot 
lashed to the bridge in a terrific gale 
while the tourists are resting in the cabin 
below are making vicarious. sacrifices. 
Higher than all that is the sacrifice of 
Jesus Christ for men because it was 
even unto death, the ignominious death 
of a felon and that, too, for sinners, for 
His traducers, persecuters and bitterest 
foes. Love, such as Jesus exhibited, was 
mother love. That is the’teaching of the 
prophet. It is the travail of a woman; 
it is the mother-hearted God whom Jesus 
embodied and illustrated in His unspeak- 
able anguish. The travail of Jesus Christ 
was God Himself suffering the divine 
depths of grief and pain which we never 
can suffer. It was God, who is love, 
within the being of Jesus who caused 
Him to enter into the darkest experiences 
of the race to suffer with the suffefing 
and to mingle His tears with the tears 
of the weeping and His blood with the 
blood of the dying. Theology once shrank 
from the thought of suffering divinity. 
It maintained that Christ suffered in His 
human nature only. Present day theology, 
Biblical theology, allowing God’s word to 
mean whatever it wishes to mean, makes 
no such contention. It insists that’ the 
undivided and indivisable. Christ, the 
whole being of our Lord, humanity and 
divinity entered into the sacrifice. God 
could not be happy in heaven while His 
loved ones were wandering and sinning 
and dying. He came and dwelt in this 
world. Every day He was wounded for 


| our transgressions, bruised for our iniqui- 


ties, crucified at the sights which met His 
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tyes and the scenes amidst which He 
lived, yet went on living till His great 
heart broke in Gethsemane. Look into 
the eyes of Christ and know that they are 
not merely human eyes; rather the an- 
guish in those eyes expresses beyond the 
power of poor human speech what the 
infinite God feels for your sins.” 


The Second Baptist church yesterday 
was filled to its capacity. Rev. John E. 
White, the pastor, preached. His sub- 
ject was “‘Opportunities and Adversaries.” 
Texts: “As Thy servant was busy here 
and there he was gone,” I Kings xx, 4. 
“For a great door and effectual is opened 
unto me and there are many adversaries.” 
I Corinthians xiv, 9. 

The outline of the pastor’s sermon, 
which was delivered with effect to his 
large audience, was as follows: 

“God gives to all of us opportunities 
and. our opportunities most imperious will 
be found generally in the direction of 
the greatest need. There is the abiding 
opportunity for us‘to enter. into a richer 
Christian experience—the life of power 
and peace. 

“fhere is the opportunity also that 
does not abide of entering the life of some 
unsaved person about us with the gospel 
that saves. Satan uses every possible 
means to hinder us from accepting our 
opportunities. 

“But the true disciple will press on into 
his open doors for usefulness and service 
in spite of adversaries.”” He said in 
further discussion: 

“Haw relentless seems this judgment 
against Ahab, Yet- not more relentless 
than today is the law of divine opportu- 
nity. As stern and strong as the eternal 
arches of the universe; as unchangeable 
as the decrees of creation is this law 
that whosoever, Christian or sinner, flings 
opportunity aside throws his life and hope 
away. 

“It would argue Christianity a failure 
if there were no opportunity given for 
entrance into a better Christian experi- 
ence than most of us enjoy. 

“A man of the world said'to a Christian 
some time ago, ‘You Christians seem to 
have a religion that makes you miserable. 
You are like a man with a headache. He 
does not want to get rid of his head, but 
it hurts him to keep it.’ 

‘The man was wrong in his figures. The 
case with us is not that of a man with a 
headaehe of which he desires to get rid. 
4c s not the religion we have that troubles 
us, but it’s the religion of power and peace 
that we have not. We do not want to 
get rid of our ache unless we can put 
something in its place. It is proof the 
God has something better for us that we 
are restless and dissatisfied without :t. 
It is no scandal on Christianity that the 
Christian should be constantly unsatisfied. 
All growth in grace has vrrowing pains. 
There is a restlessness in nature at the 
growth periods. All evolutionary epochs 
are marked by agitations. Life strug- 
gles and yearns and groans wherever and 
whenever the larvae becomes chrysalis 
and chrysalis becomes the perfected but- 
terfly. 

‘*‘But Christianity would not be a divine 
process for the soul if there were no 
doors of escape from a poor Christian 
experience. And I show you by the scrip- 
ture and by the experience of others that 
there is this glorious opportunity if we 
are genuinely in earnest. Oh, do not 
tell me that you have no longings un- 
satisfied; that the voice of yearning and 
strong cryinggout is a stranger to your 
lips; that thé spirit of search for the 
highest and holiest, that would pioneer 
your soul into the Beulah land of power 
and peace is dead in your breast. Rather 
tell.me that you are sick at heart over 
your failures; that your spiritual soreness 
is your distress by day and night. Some 
one said the next best thing to Ifiberal 
education is the heart hunger for it. The 
station next to the heaven hereafter is 
the’ thirst for heaven here. Oh, God 
sharpen the whip and quicken the spur 
of our passion after all Thy fullness. Lay 
on the whip and thrust in the spur, 
though we quiver and faint, and urge 
on our flagging souls until we cry more 
and more as the Psalmist: ‘As the hart 
panteth after the water brooks, so my 
soul panteth after Thee, O God,’ And 
furthermore— 

‘There are open doors into the hearts 
of the unsaved about us. 
ever created in which there was not a 
space for God somewhere. In many souls 
the room of God is filled up with all 
kinds of earthly plunder and rubbish, 
but there is a door there still. There is 
one science of Christianity not yet fully 
developed, the science of getting into 
the heart with the gospel. The basis for 
this science is the fact that there is a 
door in every heart for God. A lost wo- 
man died a suicide last week at Grady 
hospital. There was a door in her heart, 
difficult to reach maybe, but there, if 
somebody had found it. I wonder if any- 
body tried to find it? 

‘“‘There’s some heart somewhere to be 
reached with this saving gospel by yor 
and by you alone. There is a life some- 
where which will be lost unless you save 
it. There’s a word that you can say 
which the preacher cannot say. I might 
say the word, some others might say it, 
but it’s your word and your work, and our 
lips do not suit for your words. Power and 
influence is always a tremendous respon- 
sibility, but here, if we but realize it, it is 
simply awful. Yet, strangely enough, we 
are cowards with those who are ours 
to save by birthright and affinity right. 
In our very anxiety—paradox that it is— 
we keep our hands off the door made for 
us to open and enter through fear that 
we may fumble and fail. Many sons are 
and daughters are unsaved because fath- 
er and mother are, in their anxiety, afraid 
to speak the word which they alone can 
speak. 

“This great city has a heart for God. 
We must find it. On every street Christ 
can get a hearing, and that means God 
has a door open for the gospel here. 
Bound down by our dignity, our conven- 
tionalism, we have not, I fear, eyes for 
the great door and effectual offered today 
in Atlanta. 

‘‘We may make sure that the devil is 
ever alert to hinder us from entering into 
our opportunities. “There are many ad- 
versaries.’ Nothing is too good for his 
use if he can hinder us. Here is business. 
Business is good. Business is necessary 
But business is not the least adversary 
we have to combat. 

“A business man in this city said last 
week that there would be no difficulty 
about a great revival of religion that 
would save and uplift thousands if we 
had time for it. But he said, ‘Look at 
me, I haven't got time to save Atlanta. 
I hardly had time to get here late to- 
night.’ 

“I wonder if the great God does not 
look down on these funeral processions 
that wave black plumes along the streets 
every day, on those cities of the dead, 
Oakland’ and Westview, and then on us 
in our mad haste and absorption in busi- 
ness and say in uttermost sorrow and 
commiseration: 

***Fools! fools! not to realize the true 
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No soul was’ 


proportion of things—the vanity of time 
and the eternalness of eternity.’ 

“Satan also interposes our very zeal for 
good causes against our entrance into op- 
portunities such as these I have described. 
We are so busy fiere and there about 
commendable charities, about church 
work, and we try to make up in activities 
what we lack in spiritual realities. The 
preacher himself meets this devil con- 
stantly. The outer life accumulates and 
piles up very good to look at, while the 
inner life perishes, and I am almost about 
to say that the preachers haven't time to 
get together for a downright effort to 
evangelize Atlanta. 

“But I sound a brave note at last for 
the true disciple. We will press forward 
into our opportunities in spite of adver- 
saries. We have to make a living, but 
we cannot afford to miss making 4 life 
in our making a living. If we can get 
where we can be out from under the slav- 
ish dominion of money-getting passion, 
and can say sometimes to a business call, 
‘Get thee behind me, Satan,’ we will be- 


‘| gin then to march into opportunity. So 


down with adversaries. Where they are 
thickest is the strategic secret to Satan's 
stronghold. 

Jehovah Jirah! Lord God of the sol- 
dier, ‘up,and at them.’ Tho’ beaten 
sometimes back and sometimes down, 
bruised and broken by strife without and 
sore anguish within, let us be in for our 
opportunities. They are oyrs, and what 
doeth adversaries in our possessions? 
We will, in the might of God, scatter 
them. In the might of God we will go in 
and possess. 

“Lord, we must fight if we would reign; 
Increase our courage, Lord. 

We'll bear the toil, endure the pain, 
Supported by Thy word.” 


® JONES: AVENUE BAPTIST. ; 
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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw, who recently 
accepted the call to the pastorate of the 
Jones Avenue Baptist church, preached 
his first sermon yesterday morning as 
pastor of the church. A large congrega-~ 
tion greeted the new pastor and he was 
extended a cordial welcome to the church. 

Dr. Holtzclaw is an eloquent and im- 
pressive speaker and he discussed the 
subject in an instructive manner. “Go 
Forward” was the subject and the text 
was selected from Exodus 14, XV.

“We should go forWard in Christian 
virtues. Every church worker ought to 
want to do good.

‘The harvest is great and 
the laborers are few.’ | 

“We ought to go forward in Christian 
duties. Go to church and take others. 
Hear the gospel and talk it to others. 
Put it into practice by living lives for 
the glory of God. Look well to home du- 
ties. Your children need good examples. 
Don’t say ‘go’ to your family, but ‘come 
let us go to the house of the Lard.’ 

“Go forward in Bible study. Dig deep- 
er into the truths of God's word.
